Mr. Miller kept the souvenir, valu­ 
ing it very highly. 
When the presi­ 
dential campaign came on he was an 
enthusiastic supporter of Bryan, and 
as usual lost his valued treasure in 
his belief. It came about in this way: 
His son. Attorney J. S. Miller, is a rad­ 
ical Republican; the old gentleman 
waxed warm over his cherished delu­ 
sion one day, and offered to bet the 
historical five-dollar bill on the elec­ 
tion. 
The bet was taken 
and

course the bill came into the posses­ 
sion of the son, who now holds it as 
an heirloom. 
As congress has never repealed the 
act making the bill worth $5 in gold, 
it is still good, and may be redeemed 
at any time.

La fro Fie, Pa., Dec. 5.—More trouble 
ta feared at the mines of ahe Besse­ 
mer foal and Cokfe company.

•till, and the miners await only the 
advent of new men to take the places 
of those who have withdrawn from 
the mince. 
The trouble began about two weeks 
ago. 
When the company closed the 
mines there was due the men, it is 
said, pay for the last two weeks, and 
the two weeks which the company al­ 
ways held back on the men. 
This 
mouth's wages, Latrobe people say, 
the company refused to give the men, 
claiming it was due for re n t 
The 
mines were hummarily closed and the 
meu began to speculate as to wheu 
they would reopen. 
Then the m atter of adopting 
the 
scale of wages iu vogue in the Con­ 
nellsville field was broached and the 
miners rebelled. 
Moreover, it was alleged by 
the 
miners and their friends that they 
were being unfairly treated in re­ 
gard to ears, which were being built 
up along the sides so as to hold more 
than the ordinary coal car. 
New men were imported into the 
Bradenville district from other fields. 
They were in every case met by the 
miners and their friends and induced 
to turn back. 
More deputies were 
needed and they arrived iii Latrobe. 
Carriages wore waiting to take them 
to the vicinity of the works, three 
miles away. 
In tin* first carriage to arrive near 
Bradenville were David De rick, his 
son Logan and William Baker, all of 
- Greens I nu g. 
The carriage was sur­ 
rounded by a mob. 
Other deputies 
coming up heard the disturbance 
in 
front and decided to keep away. 
In 
time Dotrick and his son wen* found 
lying bv the roadside a* (I w re taken 
to the office of Dr. E. W. Blackburn, 
i!,«* <i-e, any surgeon.

OLD BANK NOTE. 


A tto rre y J. S. M iller, of Alliance, Has 
One W ith a History A t­ 
tached to It.

Attorney J. S. Miller has in

possession a bank note with a history. 
It was paid by the United Colonies 
of America to a revolutionary veteran 
by the nam e of Jam es Long. 
The old 
soldier gave it to his boy, John Long, 
in the 
early twenties as a reward 
for some praiseworthy work done by 
him. 
When John Long died in the 
sixties it was found In an old chest 
with some other money. It was given 
to J. T. Miller, of North Benton, at 
his special request for services ren­ 
dered the heirs of John Long in set­ 
tling up the estate. 
Mr. Miller kept the souvenir, valu­ 
ing it very highly. 
When the presi­ 
dential campaign came on he was an 
enthusiastic supporter of Bryan, and 
as usual lost his valued treasure in 
his belief. 
It came about in this way: 
His son, Attorney J. S. Miller, is a rad­ 
ical Republican; the old gentleman 
waxed warm over his cherished delu­ 
sion one day, and offered to bet the 
historical five-dollar bill on the elec­ 
tion. 
The bet was taken 
and 
of 
course the bill came into the posses- 
sion of the son, who now holds it as 
an heirloom. 
I 
As congress has never repealed the 
act m aking the bill worth $5 in gold, 
it is still good, and may be redeemed 
: at any time. 
Although it is of course 
worth several times th at am ount as 
a souvenir. 
It is made payable according to the 
resolution of May 9. 1776, by the Uni­ 
ted Colonies. 
An engraving on the 
bill contains the Latin words, “Sus- 
tlne vel abstine”—“sustain or leave 
alone." The note is certainly a most 
interesting relic.

Lisbon to the parties, who intend to 
construct the interurban line. 
H. G. Folts. the main promoter of 
the project, arrived in the city this 
morning from Lisbon, and consented 
to an interview with a Herald repre­ 
sentative. 
Mr. Folts is a very pleasant gentle­ 
man and talked freely of the project 
in which he is intensely interested. 
When asked as to the name 
of the 
new company that 
would construct 
the line, he said that the Columbiana 
County Traction and Electric 
com­ 
pany would undoubtedly he the name 
of the corporation, which would be a 
consolidated company. This name has 
been practically chosen. 
The company will consolidate three 
interests, that of running an electric 
railway, a park amusement company 
and furnishing electric power to run 
coal mines 
at 
Teegarden, Guilford 
and other places near the line of the 
railway. 
The amusement company has had 
an option on the Shelton’s Grove for 
the past two months. 
Mr. Folts 
said 
the 
amount 
of 
money that would be invested by the 
consolidated company would be 
the 
enormous sum of $800,000. 
Most of 
this money will be invested in Colum­ 
biana county. 
One of the big items 
of expense will be the cost of the lat­ 
est improved machinery for the power 
house and coal mines, to be erected 
on the Teegarden Coal Mine property 
land owned by Mr. Folts. 
Mr. Folts left this afternoon for Chi­ 
cago, ill., at which place he will meet 
some of the interested capitalists. He 
will return early next week and will 
then spend most of his time in Salem 
until the line is constructed.
